REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Mynyddislwyn  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Brown  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1961. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  motor  accidents  and  three  suicides 
Ihis  is  more  than  one  cares  to  see. 

Coronary  Disease  - "blockage  of  the  arteries  of  the  heart" 
is  related  to  worry  and  cigarette  smoking,  and  together  with  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  "strokes",  forms  the  main  cause  of 
death  nowadays. 

Our  figures  are  not  unduly  high  for  the  size  of  the  population 
Seven  deaths  from  cancer,  two  of  the  lung,  and  one  (leakaemia)  of  the 
blood  is  a relative  small  number,  1961  was  a healthy  year. 

Monitoring  over  the  County  for  gamma  radiation,  probably 
Strontium  90  fall-out,  registered  an  increase  after  the  Russian  bombs, 
but  such  increase  was  of  quite  insignificant  importance,

FOODS 


Milk  Supply 

There  are  13  retailers  who  sell  milk  from  dairies  situated 
in  this  area. 

Licences  to  sell  designated  milk  i.e.  Pasteurised,  Sterilised 
and  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  formerly  issued  by  the  local 
authority,  but  recent  legislation  has  now  imposed  this  duty  on  the 
County  Council.  The  number  of  licenses  issued  to  sell  all  types  of 
designated  milk  was  13. 

39  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  County  Authority 
for  analysis,  all  of  which  reached  the  required  standard. 

10  samples  were  taken  by  me  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  of  them  reached  the  required  standard.

Ice-cream 

By  far  the  most  of  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  area  is 
manufactured  and  pre-packed  outside  the  area.  As  seen  below,  of  the 
39  retailers  in  the  area,  only  two  of  them  produced  their  own  ice-cream.

Nearly 
all  the  meat  obtained  in  the  area  is  purchased  from  slaughterhouses  in 
Maesycwmmer,  Newport  and  Abergavenny,  and  all  those  premises  are 
maintained  by  an  adequate  inspection  staff.

On  three  occasions  during  the  year  it  was  reported  to  me  that 
a destitute  person  had  died  and  that  there  v/as  no  one  responsible  for 
making  the  burial  arrangements.  After  making  enquiries  I verified  the 
facts,  and  accordingly  I made  the  necessary  arrangements  with  the  under- 
taker normally  engaged  by  the  Council. 


Water  Supplies 


The  local  water  undertakers  the  Abertillery  & District  Water 
Board  provide  a good  maim  water  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  area  with 
the  exception  of  a few  isolated  farms  and  cottages  which  are  too  remote, 
or  are  situated  in  such  an  elevated  position  that  they  cannot  be  fed  by 
gravity.  Pressure  on  the  whole  is  good,  and  in  the  districts  where  it 
is  poor  on  occasions  because  of  corroded  mains  this  is  being  improved  by 
descaling  operations. 

During  the  year,  15  samples  of  the  Board's  water  were  taken 
and  submitted  for  bacteriolical  examination  and  all  proved  satisfactory 

9 Samples  were  taken  from  two  sources  of  untreated  water  which 
was  suspected  of  being  contaminated.  The  samples  were  consistently  below 
standard  and  as  a result  one  source  of  supply  was  discontinued  and  the 
other  water  supply  was  improved  by  sand  filtration. 


The  Problem  of  Litter 


The  task  of  trying  to  keep  the  district  free  from  litter,  and 
the  deposit  of  house-hold  refuse  on  waste  ground  and  back  lanes, 
presents  an  increasingly  difficult  and  frustrating  problem, and  one  which 
is  shared  by  most  of  my  colleagues  over  the  country.  The  powers  of 
the  Litter  Act  1958,  and  nation  wide  exhortatious  by  interested  bodies  to 
"Keep  Britain  Tidy"  have  largely  failed  to  arrest  the  evil. 

It  is  surprising  to  what  lengths,  some  people  go  in  order  to 
foul  the  vicinity  of  their  homes.  I have  seen  house-hold  garbage  dumped 
in  the  middle  of  a large  briar  patch  a hundred  yards  from  the  nearest 
house.  Obviously  someone  had  thought  it  easier  to  hump  a heavy  load 
through  brambles  rather  than  place  it  in  a bin  for  collection  from  his 
own  back  door.  I enjoy  walking  along  our  lovely  mountain  lanes  on  summer 
evenings,  but  frequently  my  enjoyment  has  been  spoiled  by  the  sight  of 
ugly  piles  of  rubbish  consisting  of  old  mattresses,  tins,  linoleum  etc. 
dumped  in  the  lay-byes,  or  any  other  spot  where  the  perpetrator  found  it 
convenient  to  stop  his  vehicle.  Further  afield  one  can  hardly  visit  any 
country  beauty  spot  or  beach. without  being  offended  by  the  refuse  remaining 
after  some  inconsiderate  tripper  has  enjoyed  his  picnic  meal. 

At  to  the  remedy,  I think  that  this  is  largely  a matter  of 
education  of  the  young.  The  difficulties  of  enforcing  the  law  are  fairly 
obvious,  for  the  offender  rarely  offends  whenever  anyone  in  authority  is 
present.  I think  that  children  should  be  trained  in  environmental 
tidiness  in  the  same  way  that  they  are  taught  road  safey.  The  reward 
would  be,  not  the  saving  of  life,  but  an  increase  in  the  enjoyment  of  it. 

Finally,  I would  make  an  earnest  appeal  to  everyone  to  assist  in 
the  fight  against  disease  by  refraining  from  dumping  house-hold  refuse  in 
back  lanes  and  waste  ground,  and  when  visiting  the  fair  places  of  this 
lovely  land,  not  to  spoil  other  people's  appreciation  of  it  by  leaving  their 
litter  behind.
